HE IS CLEARED BY THE STATUTE 
OF LIMITATIONS. 


Taet{Manner in Which Justic> is Administrred in

WasHiInctToN, May 1.—The criminal court 
ip-dey -esumed the trial of the Kellogg ca-e. 


Wylie began todeliver his decision upor 


the mo 
testimony and all evidence relating to the 
orders for expedition upon his routes. Tak- 
ing up-the first motion, he said that it was 
not usual for such motions to be entertained 
in the midst of a trial, and it would not have 
heen considered if there had not been two 
considerations, first, the course of the defense 
in permitting Lim to testify subject to rejec- 
tion afterwards; and second, the avowal of 
the prosecution taat it had no other evidence 
upon the. matter involved, which 
would amount to a failure of the 
case —_—riif it were rejected. The 

indictment, charged a statutory offense, a 

violation of section 1782 of the revised stat- 

ute. It was not strict\y a case of bribery, but 
one provided for by that section, It forbade 
any senator, directly or indirectly from re- 
ceiving any compensation in relation to any 
government contract. Briefly summing up 
the evidence already given, Judge Wylie re- 
ferred to tbe counts of the indictments chargz- 
ing that Kellogg bad received $1,500 from 
Price at different dates beginning April 18th, 
ins0. If the allegations in the first count 
were true that .be first payment was on 
April 15:b, 1880, it would bring the offense 
Witnpin the three years limit imposed 
by the statute of limitations. if 
Price testified before the grand jury 
as he did here, then the indictment gave a 
wrong date, for the bribery took place on 
April 18 1879, and the prosecution was 
barred, Nv doubt the prosecution knew that 
it was necessary to have a date that would 
bring it within the three years’ limit, 

THE COURT MUST INTERFERE 

The defendant never is required to plead 
the statute of limitations in criminal cases. 
He simply could not be prosecuted if the of- 
fense charged was really committed on April 
i8 1879. It was the duty of the court tosay 
that it was impossible to convict the defend- 
ant. Price’s testimony was to the effect that 
he proposed to pay Kellogg $20,000 provided 
the expedition order was made, A 
few days after that order was 
made, and on the 18h of. April, 1879, 
Price gave Kellogg his promissory note at 
four months for $5,000 and five per cent 
drafis. These draf's were payable out of cer- 
tain quarters. ‘They were not given as col- 
lateral, butin absolute payment for the ser- 
vice, and Price said that edged the whole bus- 
iness, The note was paid upon maturiry, 
and so were al) the drafts except one, and 
that would be suflicient to sustain the indict- 
ment if it were regarded as a payment made 
upon maturity. They were orders that might 
or might not be paid, dependent upon the 
wilifof the government to abolish or decrease 
the service upon tbe route. Such 
as they were, Price testified that 
they were received in full payment, 
What was the true date upon which the 
statute. of limitation began to run’? The 
court thought that the correct view of the 
matter would be to place the date at April 
iSth, i879 Noother transactions of the kind 
took place between the parties. 
no other business. The note and orders wer3 
accepted fur what they were worth, the risk 
of payment was taken by Kellogg, and there 
was voOturther liability upon Price. The 
business was settled after the services were 
rendered and “here is your pay’’ fur orders. 
[he date must be taken as of April 15th,1879. 
[There could be no deubt about that. 
lt was too clear to require discus- 
sion. The next question was’ whether 
the evidence sustained ihe charge of the ino-~ 
dictment that the defendant bad received 
$1,500 lawful money. Price’s evidence was 
that nota dollar passed. A note passed and 
there were the orders, but the note could not 
be regarded as lawful money, and much less 
could these orders be so treared, It might as 
weil be contended that if Price had conveyed 
a house to Kellogg the fact that it was worth 
money msde itsuch. The court did not pre- 
sume to make law, and could not throw aside 
the precedents and authorities as desired by 
the prosecution. The indictment might 
have contented itself with charging that 
there passed a considerawon of 
the vaiue of $1,500, although 
the court was not called upon 
to say whether it would have been sustained. 
Tne defendant was prepared to meet the 
charge that he had received $1,500 in lawful 
money, and the prosecution had no such eyvi- 
dence They said, however, that he had 
received dratis and that the case should pro- 
ceed in equity as though be had received 
money. butif the court should assume that 
ground, and convict this defendant, he could 
afterwards be tried upon the charge of re- 
ceiving drafts. Nothing but the statute of 
limitations could pro'ect him, and that was 
not the protecilon contemplared by the law. 

PRICE 8S EVIDENCB MUcT BE EXCLUDED 

For Luese reasuns the couct thought that the 
evidence must be excluded. , 

The district atturuey said that he desired to 
clear up a possible misuncerstanding between 
the prosecution aud the oourt, hey had 
not said that the government’s case rested 
upon Price's testimony, and they expected 
to prove the same facis by other witnesses. 
They would show that Walsh coliected the 
dratts and paid Kellogg in lawful mouey. Of 
course they did not a-sert that the traasier 
of drafis in April, 1879, was equivalent to the 
payment of lawful money. Keferring to the 
cross-exaimination, the distric: attoruey ex- 
pressed. doubt as to whether Price’s statement 
that he regarded the passage of the drafts as 
full payment made it such a payment. 

Tbe court said that did pot alter 
the case. The prosecution admitted that 
Price’s testimony was the foundation of the 
case, Exclude chat, and all otber evidence 
would be irrelevant. As to the other matter, 
the court had already expressed its views. 

District At‘orney—We meant to say that 
the tacts testified to by Price were the gov- 
ernment’s case, and that we could prove 
them by other witnesses. 

The court—That would amount to the 
same thing. I have not decided this case upon 
the personality of Mr. Price. 

Mr. Ipzersoll— W hat next. gentlemen? 

After a short consultation, Mr, Reynolds 
arose and expressed his disappointment that 
the motion had been sustained. As the gov- 
ernment understood it the court held that the 
offense was barred by the statute of limita- 
tion. There was, therefore, nothing for the 
prosecution to do, but, to submit the case to 
the court. 

Judge Wylie, turning to the jury—Gentle- 
am, this defendant is entitled to your ver-

The foreman rose, and in answer to the 
clerk's query, responded: ‘Not guilty.’’

MR. EDMUND TaLKS BACK. 


The Vermont Senator Sends an Indignaut Letter to 
Congres#man Phe ips, 

W asHiIneton, May 1.—Mr. William Walter 
Phe!}ps’s incidental reference to Senator/Kd- 
Edmunds in bis elaborate defense of Mr. 
Biaine has been the cause of some spicy cor- 
respondence between Mr. Edmunds and Mr. 
Phelps, the publicity of which depends upon 
the willof thesenator. In his explanation 
of Mr. Blaine’s connection -with the 
Little Rock and Fort Smith railroad 
securities, Mr. Phelps stated that Mr. Ed- 
munds, who wasa candidate for the presi- 
dency atthe last national convention, was 
understood to have a block of the securities 
ofthe Burlington and Missouri road, and 
that he had voted for the bill to restore the 
land grant to that road, which passed on the 
same dayas the Little Rock bill without a 
dissenting vote. Mr. Phelps has received a 
letter from Mr. Edmunds, in which he is ta- 
ken to task for charging that the Vermont 
senator had voted to give land to a railroad in 
which he was interested, and in which the 
chargé is vehemently denied. It is under- 
stood that Mr. Edmunds frankly stated that 
he did own some of the Buriington and Mis- 
souri stock, but that he did not acquire it 
until some time after the land grant bill was 
passed, and that he had forgotten all about 
that bill when he purchased the stock. It i: 
also understood that,in his own vigorous 
sitvie, Mr. Edmunds invited Mr. Pheips to 
call at his house and obtain a correct‘ state- 
ment of ficts before making any new asser- 
tions regarding the senator’s business or other 
transactions. 

Some speculation is indulged in as to 
whether the letter will be made public. He 
sent it by messenger this forenoon and in re- 
turn was informed by Mr. Phelps that its 
publication rested entirely with him. Those 
who have seen it declare that it doesn’t affect 
in the least the statement made by Mr. 
Phelps in regard to Mr. Edmunds. On the 
contrary, it confirms in every essential de- 
tail what Mr. Poelps said in regard to the 
senator’s purchase of Burlington and Mis- 
souri bonds and makes it perfectly plain, 
upon Mr. Edmunds’s own showing, that his 
position and that of Mr. Blaine were pre- 
cisely the same.

The political canvass will begin in South 
Carolina before many weeks.

THE MICHIGAN GREENBACKERS

who was shot three times. The robbers were 
then shot at several times by Miss Woods, 
who had been attracted to her fa her's room. 
The villians conid not stand the fire, and 
fied. They saw yonng Woods going across 
the field, and believed he was after help, 
Scott Hill said he shot at young Woods fifty 
yards away, where he was found a few hours 
later. Young Woods was dead, -with a 
bullet through his heart and a wound 
ia the arm. i.fter the confession 
Rey.

The recent freshet unearthec 
Indian relics, among which ere an earthen pot, a 
portion of a skull, and two sharp edged stones, 
found and shown us by Mr. J. M. Smith. The pot 
is shaped nearer like the crown of a hat than any 
thing else we can thiok of, is about the same 8! 
aud we suppose was used for parchiug corn. Tne 
stones are : early round, about fonr inches long, 
very smooth, and come to a sharp flat point at the 
end; they were eviden'ly designed for skinuing 
and preparing meats. A numberof other things 
were found, amo'g which were miny pieces of 
skulls and other bones We are toid that the val- 
ley along the river near here was a favorite resort 
with the laudians,and no doubt many an untutor- 
ed and superstitious redskio fills his lonely, un 
marked aud unucared for grave along which the 
peaceful waves of the placid Chattahoochee glide, 
and over whica we daily tread, never thinking of 
the fancied hunting grounds of the wearied 
sleeper.

ing one thousand acres. This land is the property 
of Mr. Revert EK. Park, of Macon, and oa it is the 
e road. Holton, the subject of this 
sketch. It is situated eight miles from 
Macon and is a _ thrifty little village. 
It is only fifteen months old but has begun to grow 
rapidly. It has a numoer of residences, a public 
school building, a blacksmith aud wood shop, @ dry 
gocds and giocery store, anda commodious depot 
built large fer the increasing business that is daily 
transacted. It is connected with Jones county by 
a ferry through the plantation of Mr. I. B English 
Holton ismade famous by the celebrated ‘Holton 
stock farm,’’ owned by Mr, Park, who has the 
largest Jersey cattle herd in this 
section, The farm is superintended by Mr. John r, 
Dozier, who has some fine blooded registered Jer- 
geys aud grades, registered Berkshire pigs and some 
excellent brood mares and young colts. 

In a walk through the farm, a total absence oO: 
cotton was noticeable, but there was about 100 
acres of oats, besides rye, wheat, barley and large 
fields of corn. A great deal of stock food is grown, 
such es ground peas, chufas, millet, maize. pota- 
toes, aruchokes, lucerne, clover, etc., with a recent 
addition of thirty acres of bermuda. . 

rhe farm presents a beautiful appearance with 
its five miies oi wire fencing, new barns aed cribs 
of the latest improved architecture aud high ; rade 
of cultivation. The place is weil watered, being 
bound on the east by Ocmulgee river for tw » miles, 
being intersected by Beaver Dam creek. Jonnsou’s 
nraned aud numerous spring orauches traverse it, 
kvery flela is well watered aud rendered very fer- 
tile, Tune cleanand neat tenant houses of two 
and three rooms each are well arranged for their 
health and comfort, 

situated bere is tie famous Holton farmers’ club 
and their buildings. Tne ciub has wisely ured 
theif premium money, and have erecied Houses 
couvevieut for their adieplays and purposes. They 
have a round pavilion i0v feet in circumference, 
with ice cream and lemovade rooms a&0)lnlug—a 
two-story buildi.g with dimensions of 40x20 feet. 
They alsu have a shelter 50x 4 feet contaiuing forty 
stalls for horses, caitle, sheep, aud other animals 
The ciub is one of the institutions of the site 
and bas been mude famous by ihe advancement 
and great good doue this secon 

A PIONEER ORGANIZATION, 

It was origivauy orgauized lu 1835, and Was at 
that time; a society composed of the pioneer set- 
tiers of Bibb county, who met together and dis- 
cussed agiieultuiai, political, social and iilerary 
subjects.
